A WORD IN SEASON. 


With regard to the present Government at Canton, the 
Honykony Telegraph bas tried to play fairly, we have not 
hesitated to criticise when we thought it right todo so and 
we have readily bestowed praise when we saw it was 
justified On Tuesday last we printed a statement issued 
by the Canton Information Bureau. in which Mr. Eugene 
Chen impeached Mr. Lloyd George in connection with the 
Shantung question and the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. We 

rinted 1t- because it reflected at .least,one party's opinion 
in China on that matter. Asa British paper in.a British 
Colony we might. very well have ignored it, seeing that it 
was an apti-British “revelation.” It’s just as well to 
point that out. Yesterday the saise Bureau forwarded. us 
an article devoted to the doings of our contemporary, the 
"Hongkong Duily Press, in which that journal was sarcastically 
criticised for a certain iutroduction it gave to a paragraph 
it “clipped” from the Cunton Linws, Not only was the 
Doily Press criticised but there were Very sneering remarks 
made about the ~ model” British Empire ‘which the Sun 
. takes the precaution never to allow out of its sight.” ; 
If the Canton Information Bureau thinks it is going 
to get the publication of that sort of matter in Hongkong 
newspapers it had better have another think, and if it 
thinks it is doing the Canton cause or the Chinese cause 
any good by it we are sorry for the expectations of its 
directors. When an Information Bureau ceases to be 
‘informative but merely vindictive it is limiting 
the publicity of its output to the journal it directly 
controls. . If it wishes to criticise the doings of any 
single journal it is free to do so in that journal, 
but it has little hopes of succeeding in an attempt 
to “play off”.the Hongkong newspapers against each 
‘other, more especially when its criticism: is tainted with 
cynicism against the nation aud Empire to which we all 
belong. When the Bureau circulated a criticisin of the 
action of Mr. Lloyd George at the Peace.Conference we 
“saw no serious objection because Britishers are accustomed 
to criticising their own Government. But whed it issues 
cheap taunts and sneers regarding “the White section ™ of 
the Empire, it goes widely cutside its province and ‘only 
succeeds in offending’ A Britisher is privileged tu say 
_what he likes about his own people and Government, 
provided be does not go outside the law, but when out- 
siders do it in the wanner and tone of the Canton Inform- 
ation Boreau they forfeit the privilege of being listened 
to. It’s a Britisher’s habit to grumble and to criticise his 
own but he wants no assistance from outside. * 
We are genuinely sorry that the Bureau has‘made this 
blander. If thereis any good in Canton it’ can only be 
known by publicity. - It would be'far better if’ the Bureau 
confined itself to:Chinese affairs and the betterment of 
them. It might be argued that we have criticised China 
time and again, but it has always. been done helpfully. We 
have tried to point out administrative follies and the good 
. that would accrue through internal peace; we have never 
‘spoken sneeringly of the Chinese or of Chind. Rather lids 
it always-been the other way. We hope our Canlon friends 
can see the difference we have been trying to point out...

A LITERARY ENTENTE. 

Ib is not ag widely known as it 
deserves to be that a literary 
enlente between England and 
France sprung up during the 
war. The literatures of the two 
countries have touched at many 
points in the course of time, and 
the idea was mooted of establish- 
ing a definite link by means of 
anpoal prizes. Taken up with 
conviderable enthusiasm, tho 
scheme has already produced 


some works of note, and inthe[° 


Ffertughtly Review Mrs Margaret 
L. Woods contributes a descrip- 
tion of the movement,includings 
thoughtful analysis of ° Dansons 
"Is Trompeuse. upon rhich Lady 
Northcliffe specially .zstawed a 
prize. Tho article also comprises 
a review of the second choice on 
the list of the Freich committee 
. —"L'Heroique Pastorals,” a war- 
-dbook by Louis Vuillemin. 
Mrs, Woods pointedly remarks: 
“"L'Hercique Pastorsls’is a far 
better ard more interesting book 


than the msjority of novels which }. 


have come across the Channel of 
Inte years. Itis, however, to'be 
feared that the dislike of our 
people to remembering the war 

msy prevent it from beiog read 
here. The French do not suffer 
from this hysterical retrospective 
horror. They wish torememberthe 
heroism and endurance shown by 
theif countrymen; they wish to 
Temember the lessons taught by 
sufferings even greater than our 
own.” Mrs. Woods sketches rapid-, 
ly the historical relations between 
the literatures of the two countries 
before coming to the post-war 
movement.

This body was a committee forro- 
ed about 1900 in consequence of 
theGoncourt Academy refusing to 
admit women, ard was connected 
with tho Femina and Vie 
Heureose magazines. It had been 
formed for the” purpose of giving 
an aupual prize amounting to £40 
toa French work of imagination.
